William Allen White On 
Boulder Dam 


t is always interesting and often profitable 
to get a view of things at home from a distant 
point, if the writer is one of substance and rep- 
utation. An editorial in William Allen White’s 
paper, the Emporia Gazette, on the Boulder 
Dam project, the heading being ‘‘An Import- 
ant Bill,’ will prove interesting to News read- 
ers. 

The other day the committee on irrigation 
in the house of representatives in Washington, 
D.C., recommended for passage the Swing- 
Johnson bill, which is a most important irriga- 
tion and power project. The value to South- 
ern California of the conservation under popu- 
lar control of the Boulder Dam would be worth 
billions to the western slope as the decades 
merge into centuries. The snows that fall on 
the great Cascade range melt and form rivers 
that run down great inclines; capable of de- 
veloping untold power. We have here a con- 
dition that affects the whole country from the 
Roekies west to the tide level. 

No corporation or power has ever striven 
for the possession of a greater prize than the 
outfit is striving that is now trying ‘to stop 
the passage of the Swing-Johnson bill. 

Western congressmen, of course, are for it. 
But mid-western congressmen should join the 
congressmen from the coast in standing by that 
pill, putting it through the house, getting it be- 
fore ‘the senate, putting it up to the president. 
If the Boulder Dam project is hooked up with 
a general policy of water transportation and 
power development including Muscle Shoals 
and the opening of the great rivers to naviga- 
tion it would appeal to corporate control of 
natural resources. 

Perhaps in California where they have beat- 
en the corporate interests to a frazzle they 
don’t need it. Certain great interests and foxy 
politicians are trying to beat this plan of na- 
tion-wide conservation by turning over what 
obviously is a national affair to the state. These 
people know that if Boulder Dam is not built 
by the federal government it won’t be built by 
the public at all, for the seven states now try-” 
ing to agree upon the division of the waters 
never will agree to allow one state to do it 
since the river lies between two states. The 
federal government is the only possible agency 
in river navigation improvement and the cry 
that the growing encroachment of federal au- 
thority unless checked ultimately will break 
down our government is merely a pleasant way 
of chloroforming the peopie into allowing priv- 
ate capital to develop what is obviously a fed- 
eral project and exploit the people as they 
never were exploited in America before. There 
ig no reason why the Pacific coast states and 
the mid-western states can’t get together on 
a general plan of political action. If they don’t 
get together, New England will have the rest
